The companies coming together for the first time in a regimental formation, 
-svere, as a matter of course, more or less unprepared to. enter at once with 
familiarity on the duties required of them, and were expected to labor under 
much disadvantage in gettmg promptly into position, on parade, and in the 
yarious battalion movements.

A system of examination in tactics, as to drill, guard mounting, inspection, 
review, and the duties of sentinels, is a very important and necessary means of 
improvement, and the attention of officers is especially directed to it as a part 
of military instruction which should not be overlooked, but stated portions of 
time should be set apart for that purpose. 

In addition to the State military law, rules and regulations have been pre- 
pared and promulgated for the government of the State Troops, together with 
notes of direction on the blanks for reports and returns. Familiarity with 
their provisions and requirements is expected. 

The system adopted of company and regimental accountability, records and 
reports is being carried out with accuracy, yet it may be well to state that there 
is room for improvement as regards promptness in transmittal. Reference is 
therefore invited to Par. 73, Rules and Regulations, as follows : 

"Aoeuracy in records, returns, aucl reports is of the first importance; it is indis- 
pensable in the system of army accountability, and forms a juSt estimate of the con- 
dition of a command and the efficiency of a commander." 

In this centennial year, Michigan has evinced a pronounced and enlarged 
degree of patriotism, exhibiting much interest in the great undertaking of the 
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In conclusion I beg to state that, in reviewing the transitory and almost 
nominal condition of the military force of this. State for many years, and being 
to some extent a participant in its struggles for a more permanent position as a 
Department of the State Government, it is a source of great pleasure to me, as 
it must be to many who have labored for that end, to be at last able to point to 
its present condition as creditable, effective, and reliable, worthy of the counte- 
nance and support of the people of the State ; and I also take pleasure in be- 
lieving that those composing it will ever prove deserving of their favorable con- 
sideration, and trusting that they will always hold in view, that in becoming 
soldiers, none of the responsibilities or duties as good citizens are to be aban- 
doned, but that every member of it will realize the fact that, to be a good soldier 
is to be a good citizen.
